The June jump in consumer prices, to a 9.6 per cent 
annual rate, “is a warning that the menace of inflation is 
still very much with 
us,” 
according to recent 
congressional testimony by Arthur Burns, Chairman of 
the Federal Reserve Board. 
Dr. Burns has reason to be concerned. Although there 
was a b rief decrease in the rate of inflation as the nation 
sank into the 1974-75 recession, now that recovery has 
apparently begun, the rate is climbing again, and from a 
higher base than ever before. This seems to be true of 
each recession recovery. The inflation rate never falls to 
its previous low, and each time climbs above its previous 
high. 
Agricultural commodity prices have been rising 
recently on a broad front. The rise has been particularly 
pronounced since the announcement of the new, massive 
grain sales to the Soviet Union. Ironically, since the 
Administration forced the cancellation of some grain 
sales to the Soviets last fall, grain prices tumbled and the 
canny Russians seem to have made their most recent 
purchases at,the virtual bottom of the market. This will 
give a new, upward impetus to food prices. And 
manufacturers, who have been awaiting an excuse to 
raise their own prices anew, now seem to have it. 
Dr. Burns is known to fear inflation as a major threat 
to the fabric of our society, because of its possible 
revolutionary impact upon those groups whose standard 
of living is destroyed by it. The rich have ways of 
protecting themselves; the less affluent find their 
savings and life insurance eroded and the purchasing 
power of their incomes steadily diminished; the poor find 
that rising food prices make it impossible even to feed 
their families adequately. 
Inflation is a monster whose destructive appetite 
should never be underestimated. We are glad to have a 
Federal Reserve Chairman who recognizes the danger 
and who has pledged to combat it as best he can. We 
cannot say as much for most politicians.

cost of attendance this fall, 
including tuition, room, board, 
books, 
transportation 
and 
personal expenses, will reach 
$4,391. 
Such 
cost, 
together 
with 
current economic conditions, 
could be expected to channel 
more young people into public 
universities 
and 
vocational 
training, but this» apparently 
won’t be the case. 
Commenting on the survey 
results, 
AAC 
president 
Dr. 
Frederick Ness cited a number 
of factors responsible. One is the 
growing number of states of­ 
fering programs ofsome kind to 
offset the tuition gap between 
independent and state in­ 
stitutions, 
thus 
enabling 
students to have more freedom 
of choice. States having student 
grant programs have risen to 40, 
which represents a doubling 
during the past eight years. 
Ness 
also 
credits 
federal 
programs of student aid with 
"making possible a financial 
package of state and federal 
assistance which, together with 


aid 
offered by the schools 
themselves, keeps the doors of 
independent colleges open to 
disadvantaged 
and 
middle- 
income students.” 
Also, the schools are tailoring 
programs to attract and ac­ 
commodate new constituencies, 
such as housewives and working 
adults. 
Part-time enrollment 
and weekend classwork is now 
commonplace. According to the 
U.S. Office of Education, adults 
now account for nearly 50 per 
cent of the nation’s total college 
enrollment. 
In sum, fears that the nation’s 
private schools were in danger 
of going under from the blows of 
recession and rising costs ap­ 
pear to have been unfounded. 
Instead, they seem 
to be 
thriving.

This 
accounts 
for 
the 
widespread astonishment at the 
extent and suddenness of energy 
shortages. In reality, they have 
been building for years into an 
explosive situation. The flash­ 
point was reached with thd 
cutoff of Middle East oil. 
An interview of a U.S. News & 
World Report editor with Dr. 
Dixy Lee Ray, chairman of the 
Atomic Energy Commission, 
illustrates 
why 
an ultimate 
energy crisis was inevitable in 
this country. During the in­ 
terview, Dr. Ray explained how, 
back in 1971, due to a U.S. 
Supreme Court decision relative 
to environmental restrictions, 
the AEC “ ...stopped licensing 
any nuclear plants at all for 17 
months. We didn’t issue permits 
for construction or operation 
during that period. Because of 
this hiatus, everything sort of 
came to a standstill....” Dr. Ray 
then described the problems of 
utility companies. Uncertainty 
with 
respect 
to regulations 
governing such things as health, 
safety, the environment, taxes 
and pollution control systems 
prevented 
them 
from going 
ahead. Disregarded were many 
of 
the facts about nuclear 
energy plants, from their ac­ 
cident-free 
record 
to 
waste 
disposal. On the latter point, Dr. 
Ray observed that by the year 


2000 we may have something 
like 1,000 nuclear power plants 
in operation. The total volume of 
waste 
from 
those plants, 
assuming that it is solidified, 
could easily be stacked up on a 
tennis court. 
At any 
rate, 
the energy 
shortage of today has arrived in 
all forms with a vengeance, and 
there is no mystery about it The 
only mystery is how short the 
public memory has proven to be. 
Forgotten are the obstructive 
ta c tic s--e n v ir o n m e n ta l, 
regulatory and taxwise-thatfor 
years slowed the energy in­ 
dustries. The 17-month hiatus in 
nuclear plant licensing was 
typical of the times. The ob­ 
jective now should be to move 
ahead at flank speed to close the 
breach in the energy ramparts 
of the United States.

Cushing and Cushing, a Los 
Angeles 
consulting 
firm, 
estimates that more than 15 per 
cent of the executives currently 
at work in American industry 
are unqualified for their jobs. By 
comparison, the latest mcGraw- 
Hill 
survey 
of 
capital 
ob­ 
solescence 
shows 
that 
management 
considers 
only 
about 11 per cent of its plant and 
equipment to be unproductive 
and obsolete. 
When the Cushing estimate is 
projected 
on 
the 
Census 
Bureau’s salary totals for the 
nearly nine million executives in 
the United States, the annual 
cost of the obsolete-managerial 
talent comes to a staggering $16 
billion. That doesn’t include 
bonuses, pensions and other 
fringe benefits normally paid to 
executives. 
Why is it that so many 
executives hold jobs they cannot 
perform? 
There are any number of 
reasons, but in fast-growing 
companies, 
especially, 
in­ 
dividuals are often promoted 
from positions for which they 
were qualified into succeedingly 
higher jobs for which they are 
less and less qualified (the Peter 
Principle). 
Apparently the most frequent 
way a company has of getting 
rid of an incompetent executive 
is by palming him off to another 
company. 
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As to why a company would 
recruit 
an 
incompetent 
executive from another firm, 
the 
reason, 
says 
Bryant 
Cushing, is the common ten­ 
dency of people, including top 
management, to assume that 
executives who have held 
prestigious jobs with prestigious 
firms must be highly com­ 
petent—or they wouldn’t have 
held the jobs, would they? 
To avoid such an elementary 
blunder, companies must be 
willing to investigate executive 
candidates with greater care 
before hiring them, rather than 
relying on name, reputation or 
previous position. 
"It’s a question of comparing 
reality with resumes by asking 
the 
right 
people the 
right 
questions,” says Cushing. And 
the “right people” include not 
only 
a 
cand date’s 
former 
superiors but his peers and 
subordinates.

This 
means that if he wants to keep 
his old customers and attract 
new ones to build merchandising 
volume, he must continue to 
pursue 
business-building 
promotional policies. 
The 
Sun-News 
of 
Myrtle 
Beach, 
South 
Carolina 
has 
featured a story about a suc­ 
cessful merchant in that area. In 
an interview, the merchant, who 
owns 
four 
supermarkets, 
discussed promotion and ex­ 
plained why he is convinced that 
trading stamps today are a 
retailer’s 
most 
profitable 
promotion. He observed, “Some 
people say that stamps are 
losing 
their 
appeal, 
but 
I 
disagree....they may be more 
appealing now than they ever 
have been. Stamps increase the 
value of the consumer’s shop­ 
ping 
dollar and in today’s 
market that’s very important.” 
The South Carolina retailer 
attributes a 40 percent increase 
in his business over the past 12 
months to the giving of stamps. 
In spite of rising wholesale 
prices, he has not had to raise 
his own retail prices because of 
the increase in his volume of 
business.

Washington, Democratic party 
leaders 
are 
scheming 
and 
dream ing

presidential race. 
We have interviewed dozens of 
them and can report their 
som etim es surprising 
con­ 
clusions: 
- The party bosses have all 
but given up hope that Senator 
Ted Kennedy will run. Our 
political sources say Kennedy 
has quietly assured his intimate 
advisors and financial backers 
that he will not change his mind. 
He has told them they are free to 
help the candidates of their 
choice. 
- Senator Henry Jackson, 
blessed with bulging campaign 
coffers 
and 
labor 
backing, 
appeals to middle-class voters 
and appears to be the next most 
formidable candidate. But this 
could change overnight. The old 
curmudgeon of labor, AFL-CIO 
chief George Meany, has lost his 
ardor for Jackson, according to 
our sources, and is casting a 
flirtatious eye at 
Indiana 
Senator Birch Bayh. 
- 
Bayh, 
meanwhile, 
has 
signed up Mike Feldman, a 
power in the Kennedy and 
McGovern 
camps, 
as 
his 
financial 
m anager 
and 
is 
planning to test his presidential 
possibilities in the New Ham­ 
pshire 
and 
M assachusetts 
primaries. If he makes a good 
showing, 
he will enter the 
Florida primary to see how well 
he can do in a southern state. 
Should 
he pick up George 
Meany’s backing along the way; 
Bayh’s political fortunes should 
soar. 
- Many of the Democratic 
leaders privately feel the man 
they need to give a new look to 
their party is Idaho’s Senator 
FrankChurch. He has a youthful 
appearance, yet at the same 
time, he is an experienced 
national 
leader. 
He 
has 
a 
reputation for 
decency and 
integrity. But Church has 
refused to permit even his closet 
friends to push his candidacy as 
long as he is heading the 
Senate’s probe of the CIA. He 
doesn’t want to appear as if he is 
investigating 
the 
CIA 
for 
political purposes, he has told 
intimates. The CIA probe will 
not 
be 
completed 
until 


February, at the earliest, and 
some of Church’s 
supporters, 
therefore, have begun to stray. 
-- Senator Lloyd Bentsen of 
Texas, like Henry Jackson, is 
shooting 
for 
conservative, 
middle-of-the- road support. His 
chances, the backroom pols feel 
will increase as Jackson slips. 
- Behind closed doors, none of 
the 
party 
leaders 
regard 
Alabama’s 
Governor George 
Wallace seriously, except as a 
spoiler.The extent of Wallace’s 
physical incapacity, say our 
sources, has yet to be revealed. 
He has to be propped up to watch 
television or make a speech. 
When the public learns the full 
story, the politicans believe, 
Wallace will be doomed. He will 
be unable to match the per­ 
formance of Franklin Roosevelt, 
who 
won 
elections 
in 
a 
wheelchair. Roosevelt had to 
deal only with radio. Wallace, 
our sources point out, would find 
it impossible to hide his poor 
health 
from 
the 
searching 
television cameras. 
-- Liberal Democratic leaders 
have 
a 
soft spot 
for 
two 
“people’s 
candidates,” 
Rep. 
Morris Udall of Arizona and 
former Sen. Fred Harris of 
Oklahoma. Udall, especially, is 
regarded as an ideal candidate, 
with his Lincolnesque looks and 
his Will Rogers sense of humor. 
The politicians have concluded, 
however, thr.t neither of them 
can rally the support they need. 
Walking among the people, it is 
felt, is still not the way to win 
national elections. 
CONFLICT OF INTEREST: 
Hard-working Chairman Ray 
Garrett of the Securities and 
Exchange Commission prides 
himself on how his agency has 
recovered from the bad old days 
when 
it was run by 
the 
Watergate crowd. 
But we have now caught 
Garrett in an apparent conflict 
of interest, 
with Watergate 
overtones. He jumped into a $35 
million court case on the side of 
the 
giant First Boston 
in­ 
vestment firm. Yet he neglected 
to fell his fellow commissioners 
that he had once collected a 
huge law fee from First Boston. 
The story is complex. It began 
in 1969 with an attempt by Chris- 
Craft to take over Piper Air­ 
craft. This led to exhaustive 
litigation. The initial 
court 


decision showed that Chris-Craft 
had been the victim of SEC 
violations. 
Chris-Craft filed a lawsuit 
against the alleged violators, 
among which was First Boston. 
The SEC entered the case “a 
friend of the court” on Chris- 
Craft’s side. The record shows 
that Garrett at first supported 
the SEC position in favor of 
Chris-Craft and against First 
Boston. 
Four months ago, a federal 
appellate court finally awarded 
Chris-Craft $25 million 
in 
dam ages 
and 
another $10 
million in interest. This was a 
blow to First Boston, which 
might get stuck with paying 
most of the $35 million. 
So First 
Boston sent 
its 
lawyers to Washington for a 
private conference with Garrett. 
He informed his fellow com­ 
missioners of the meeting, but 
he never mentioned that he had 
been paid a handsome fee by 
First Boston four years ago in a 
$50 million 
utility company 
stock issue. 
Garrett also failed to notify 
Chris-Craft that he had met with 
their adversaries in the case. 
Nor did he invite Chris-Craft to 
present its side of the case. 
Instead, the SEC, with Garrett 
playing a leading role, backed 
down from its previsous strong 
position and supported First 
Boston’s 
petition 
for 
a 
rehearing. Garrett’s new view 
was not accepted by the ap­ 
pellate court, but the court 
record is now headed for the 
Supreme Court, with no mention 
that the powerful SEC chairman 
might have a conflict of interest. 
To Garrett’s credit, he spoke 
to us frankly about his past 
association with First Boston. 
He said his lucrative work for 
First 
Boston in 1971 had 
completely slipped his mind. It 
was a one-shot thing, “a hello, 
good-bye situation,” he said. 
First Boston’s president, Paul 
Miller, was also unaware of 
Garrett’s previous role with his 
company. He was certain the 
company’s lawyers also had no 
knowledge of it when they met 
with Garrett, Miller added. 
A Chris-Craft spokesman said 
his firm had not been told of the 
ex 
parte 
meeting 
between 
Garrett and First Boston. He 
refused to comment on the case.

A 
Nuclear Age - The 
Responsibility Of Power. 
America’s 
Secretary 
of 
Defense is the diametric op­ 
posite of the image of the 
trigger-happy militarist painted 
by our nation’s enemies, critics 
and 
virtually 
all 
literaturs. 
Secretary 
Schlesigner 
is 
a 
profound and erudite scholar. I 
asked him - what of detente? 
Here is his answer written ex­ 
clusively for this column.

WASHINGTON - Throughout 
our history we Americans have 
viewed military power am- 
bivalenty, 
believeing 
that 
stability, 
not 
force, 
should 
characterize 
the 
relations 
between 
nations. 
Indeed, 
it 
remains our hope that nations 
can achieve their goals through 
cooperation rather than conflict. 
But we must not substitute 
illusion for hope. This world is 
neither one from which we can 
retreat, nor an abode we find 
particularly hospitable. Lacking 
the laws and institutions that 
shape the life of an individual 
nation, the external world has 
created 
far too 
many 
op­ 
portunities for the unrestrained 
use and abuse of power. Until 
the nations of the world agree 
upon and accept common 
purposes and institutions, it will 
be necessary for this nation to 
retain the instruments 
of 
military 
power 
for 
the 
preservation of the values it 
holds dear. 
To become more precise about 
the existing distribution of world 
power, two nations, the United 
States and the Soviet Union, are 
preeminent. In a military sense, 
the world retains most of the 
trappings of bipolarity. Given 
that reality, the United States 
remains 
the 
indispensable 
counterweight to the unfettered 
exercise by the Soviet Union of 
its very considerable strength. 
Americans have not been 
altogether 
happy 
with 
this 
development in terms of power 
and responsibility. They have 
been equivocal about American 
preeminence 
-- 
and 
the 
responsibilities such a position 
entails. Nevertheless, whether 
we are resigned to or cheerfully 
embrace these responsibilities, 
there is today no adequate 
substitute for the United States 
as the mainstay and maintainer 
of the community of free states. 
In our relations with the other 
superpower we pursue both 
stability and a relaxation of 
tension. But given ideological 
differences and the contrast 
between our own social order 
and that of the Soviets, the 
reduction of tension cannot be 
quickly transformed into the 
elimination of tension. 
The equation of power retains 
its ultimate significance. And it 
will do so until such time as the 
Soviet Union accepts the per­ 
manence and legitimacy of 
Western social order. When the 
Soviet Union ceases to regard 
peaceful coexistence - Lenin’s 
phrase invariably employed in 
place of “detente” 
- as 
something more than an altered 
form of the ideological struggle 
and a different phase of the class 
war, we may ultimately reach a 
common acceptance 
of the 
meaning 
of 
international 
stability. 
Until 
such 
time, 
however, power will remain the 
ultimate arbiter of international 
developments and the power 
balance will be essential to the 
preservation 
of 
stability. 
Detente wtilby necessity remain 
undergirded by an equilibrium 
of force. 
Such are the realities which 
for the indefinite future will 


estamisn the framework for 
America’s role. To a greater or 
lesser extent we can fail in our 
obligations, but it is not within 
our power to alter the hard cold 
facts. 
Yet, we must also recognize 
that the psychological setting 
has altered since the United 
States inherited the respon­ 
sibilities in the wake of World 
War II. Americans are no longer 
as enthusiastic about their in­ 
ternational role as they were at 
the time of the Marshall Plan, or 
the founding of NATO, or the 
response to Sputnik, or the 
Kennedy 
inaugural 
address. 
Other states outside the Com­ 
munist orbit no longer treat 
American leadership with ac­ 
claim. Familiarity has led them 
to 
become, 
at least, 
more 
restless, 
bored 
or 
unap- 
precitative. So as we proceed on 
our course, we do so with less 
zest, with less of a crusading 
impulse -- while recognizing that 
the 
task 
has 
become, 
if 
anything, more difficult. 
For some time the country has 
to all appearances been in flux. 
The changes in attitude reflect a 
widespread failure of moral 
stamina in Western societies as 
much as the specific disputes 
within this country over the 
Vietnam war. But I use the 
world “appearances” advisedly 
in order to stress the surface 
aspect of such developments. 
Beneath 
the 
surface 
there 
remains in the United States a 
deep-seated solidity. Despite the 
corrosive effects of the events of 
the last decade, our American 
society 
remains 
a 
highly 
resilient 
one 
-- 
perhaps 
preeminently so among the 
nations of the world. 
But this deeper solidity can 
readily remain undiscerned. If 
there is one thing about the 
American society, it is a ten­ 
dency 
to 
overdramatize. 
Headlines puffing the crisis of 
the week and the compression of 
reality in TV summaries serve 
to titillate the 
reader or the 
viewer. There is typically a 
quest for novelty. 
There is, however, 
only 
limited opportunity for novelty 
in responsible policy towards 
the international order (or the 
domestic social framework). 
The role of the United States is 
to a large degree shaped by 
external forces to which we may 
react - or fail to react. The zest 
for our international role may 
well have diminished, but that 
will not permit us to abandon 
our burdens. What Mr. Dooley 
said with respect to divorce on 
Ar-rchey Road many years ago 
has a certain relevancy today to 
America’s continuing foreign 
involvement: 
“Up here whin a married 
couple get to th’ pint where tis 
impossibel f’r thim to go on 
living’ together they go on liv- 
vin’ together.” 
I have every confidence that 
the years ahead will bring a 
restoration of moral stamina 
and an abiding trust in the 
values of Western citivilzation. 
The underlying strength and 
resiliency of this society is 
sufficient to the the task. We 
shall not fail, for if we should fail 
the inevitable drift would make 
the words of William Butler 
Yeats depressingly relevant to 
our condition; 
“Things fall apart ; the centre 
cannot hold; 
“Mere anarchy is loosed upon 
the world,... 
“The best lack all conviction, 
while the worse 
“Are full of passionate in­ 
tensity.” 
We ought not allow this grim 
vision to materialize. 
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“All I had to say is ‘abracadabra’ — detente!”

NEW SURGE 
IN INFLATION 
The June jump in consumer prices, to a 9.6 per cent 
annual rate, “is a warning that the menace of inflation is 
still 
very 
much 
with 
us,” 
according 
to recent 
congressional testimony by Arthur Burns, Chairman of 
the Federal Reserve Board. 
Dr. Burns has reason to be concerned. Although there 
was a b rief decrease in the rate of inflation as the nation 
sank into the 1974-75 recession, now that recovery has 
apparently begun, the rate is climbing again, and from a 
higher base than ever before. This seems to be true of 
each recession recovery. The inflation rate never falls to 
its previous low, and each time climbs above its previous 
high. 
Agricultural commodity prices have been rising 
recently on a broad front. The rise has been particularly 
pronounced since the announcement of the new, massive 
grain sales to the Soviet Union. Ironically, since the 
Administration forced the cancellation of some grain 
sales to the Soviets last fall, grain prices tumbled and the 
canny Russians seem to have made their most recent 
purchases at.the virtual bottom of the market. This will 
give a new, upward impetus to food prices. And 
manufacturers, who have been awaiting an excuse to 
raise their own prices anew, now seem to have it. 
Dr. Burns is known to fear inflation as a major threat 
to the fabric of our society, because of its possible 
revolutionary impact upon those groups whose standard 
of living is destroyed by it. The rich have ways of 
protecting themselves; the less affluent find their 
savings and life insurance eroded and the purchasing 
power of their incomes steadily diminished; the poor find 
that rising food prices make it impossible even to feed 
their families adequately. 
Inflation is a monster whose destructive appetite 
should never be underestimated. We are glad to have a 
Federal Reserve Chairman who recognizes the danger 
and who has pledged to combat it as best he can. We 
cannot say as much for most politicians.

Most Americans are becoming concerned with the 
financial stability of our country because Congress, in 
particular, cuts no programs and curtails no gov ernment 
activities.

and 
emoluents. 
Most 
Congressmen and their staffs are making several times 
as much as they could in private life. 
These elected officials have pushed legislation that will 
bring the federal deficit from $70 billion to $100 billion 
higher this fiscal year, but haven’t told the people the 
truth. Few of them have had the integrity to tell the 
people what is coming. 
Our government is out of control, moving toward 
financial crisis and more control of the people. The ef­ 
forts of too many in our government are directed toward 
the collectivation of our economy-- some call it Socialism 
- but those responsible for it should be punished. 
Do you realize that it took 186 years for the federal 
budget to reach $100 billion and that now these plun­ 
derers may produce a deficit bigger than that this year? 
What does a $100 billion deficit mean in terms of the 
economy? Out-of-hand inflation, price controls, wage 
control, people controls. More and more government 
borrowing which will impair the ability of private 
business to get needed financing to provide more jobs. 
If the situation gets worse, the majority of our leaders 
will try to cover up the truth by blaming most of it on the 
Arabs. 
What’s the answer? 
You don’t have to be a college grad or a money-expert 
to know. Anybody who works for a living knows that we 
have to drastically reduce the size and scope of gover­ 
nment. Government, local and national, is now usurping 
almost half of what we produce. We must pay our way 
and only on what we can afford; get back to a free and 
competitive market. We must take “the cure.” But the 
real question is: are we honest enough to do it?

FOR PARENTS 
Students have rights. Teachers have rights. Now the 
rights of parents have been officially recognized in one 
city, reports Education U.S. A newsletter. 
They are contained in a “Parents Bill of Rights and 
Responsibilities ' adopted by the Philadelphia Home and 
School Council and the Parents Union of Philadelphia 
and approved by the school board. Among the 15 rights 
granted parents are:

PRIVATE COLLEGES ARE 
LOOKING UP 
P a re n ts 
of 
college-bound 
youths face a 10-per cent climb 
in tuition this fall. Even so, early 
indications are that the nation’s 
private institutions of higher 
learning will not be lacking for 
students. 
A recently completed survey 
of 607 independent colleges and 
un iversities 
shows 
that 
enrollment 
applications 
are 
ahead of last year for 55 per cent 
of the schools; another 17 per 
cent are at least even. 
The figures were releasef by 
the 
N ational 
Council 
of 
Independent 
Colleges 
and 
Universities, an affiliate of the 
Washington-based 
Association 
of American Colleges (A AC). 
The figures are a continuation 
of last fall’s uptrend, which saw 
both the private and public 
sectors sharing a record 10- 
million enrollment. This year, 
however, the increase may not 
be shared by the public in­ 
stitutions. As many as 200,000 
vacancies are predicted for fall 
by the American Association of 
State Colleges and Universities. 
The 
increasing 
interest 
in 
independent 
colleges 
is 
oc­ 
curring even though the average 
cost of attendance this fall, 
including tuition, room, board, 
books, 
tran sp o rtatio n 
and 
personal expenses, will reach 
$4,391. 
Such 
cost, 
together 
with 
current 
economic conditions, 
could be expected to channel 
more young people into public 
universities 
and 
vocational 
training, but this apparently 
won’t be the case. 
Commenting on the survey 
results, 
AAC 
president 
Dr. 
Frederick Ness cited a number 
of factors responsible. One is the 
growing number of states of­ 
fering program s ofsome kind to 
offset the tuition gap between 
independent 
and 
sta te 
in­ 
stitu tio n s, 
thus 
enabling 
students to have more freedom 
of choice. States having student 
grant program s have risen to 40, 
which represents a doubling 
during the past eight years. 
Ness 
also 
credits 
federal 
programs of student aid with 
“ making possible a financial 
package of state and federal 
assistance which, together with 


aid 
offered 
by 
the schools 
themselves, keeps the doors of 
independent colleges open to 
disadvantaged 
and 
middle- 
income students.” 
Also, the schools are tailoring 
programs to attract and ac­ 
commodate new constituencies, 
such as housewives and working 
adults. 
Part-tim e 
enrollment 
and weekend classwork is now 
commonplace. According to the 
U.S. Office of Education, adults 
now account for nearly 50 per 
cent of the nation’s total college 
enrollment. 
In sum, fears that the nation’s 
private schools were in danger 
of going under from the blows of 
recession and rising costs ap­ 
pear to have been unfounded.

In reality, they have 
been building for years into an 
explosive situation. The flash­ 
point was reached with thd 
cutoff of Middle East oil. 
An interview of a U.S. News & 
World Report editor with Dr. 
Dixy Lee Ray, chairm an of the 
Atomic 
Energy 
Commission, 
illustrates 
why 
an 
ultimate 
energy crisis was inevitable in 
this country. During the in­ 
terview, Dr. Ray explained how, 
back in 1971, due to a U.S. 
Supreme Court decision relative 
to environmental restrictions, 
the AEC “ ...stopped licensing 
any nuclear plants at all for 17 
months. We didn’t issue permits 
for construction or operation 
during that period. Because of 
this hiatus, everything sort of 
cam e to a standstill ...” Dr. Ray 
then described the problems of 
utility companies. Uncertainty 
with 
respect 
to 
regulations 
governing such things as health, 
safety, the environment, taxes 
and pollution control systems 
prevented 
them 
from going 
ahead. Disregarded were many 
of 
the 
facts 
about 
nuclear 
energy plants, from their ac­ 
cident-free 
record 
to 
waste 
disposal On the latter point, Dr. 
Ray observed that by the year 


2000 we may have something 
like 1,000 nuclear power plants 
in operation. The total volume of 
w aste 
from 
those 
plants, 
assuming that it is solidified, 
could easily be stacked up on a 
tennis court. 
At

rate, 
the energy 
shortage of today has arrived in 
all forms with a vengeance, and 
there is no mystery about it. The 
only m ystery is how short the 
public memory has proven to be. 
Forgotten are the obstructive 
ta c t ic s - - e n v ir o n m e n t a l , 
regulatory and taxw ise-thatfor 
years slowed the energy in­ 
dustries.

Bureau's salary totals for the 
nearly nine million executives in 
the United States, the annual 
cost of the obsolete-managerial 
talent comes to a staggering $16 
billion. 
That doesn’t include 
bonuses, 
pensions and other 
fringe benefits normally paid to 
executives.

that so many 
executives hold jobs they cannot 
perform? 
There are any number of 
reasons, 
but in fast-growing 
com panies,

less and less qualified (the Peter 
Principle).

But 
we have now caught 
G arrett in an apparent conflict 
of 
interest, 
with 
W atergate 
overtones. He jumped into a $35 
million court case on the side of 
the 
giant 
First 
Boston 
in­ 
vestment firm. Yet he neglected 
to fell his fellow commissioners 
that he had once collected a 
huge law fee from First Boston. 
The story is complex. It began 
in 1969 with an attem pt by Chris- 
Craft to take over Piper Air­ 
craft. 
This led to exhaustive 
litigation. 
The 
initial 
court 


decision showed that Chris-Craft 
had been the victim of SEC 
violations. 
Chris-Craft filed a lawsuit 
against the alleged violators, 
among which was First Boston. 
The SEC entered the case “a 
friend of the court” on Chris- 
Craft’s side. The record shows 
that G arrett at first supported 
the SEC position in favor of 
Chris-Craft and against First 
Boston. 
Four months ago, a federal 
appellate court finally awarded 
C hris-C raft 
$25 
million 
in 
dam ages 
and 
another $10 
million in interest. This was a 
blow to First Boston, which 
might get stuck with paying 
most of the $35 million. 
So 
First 
Boston 
sent 
its 
lawyers to Washington for a 
private conference with Garrett. 
He informed his fellow com­ 
missioners of the meeting, but 
he never mentioned that he had 
been paid a handsome fee by 
First Boston four years ago in a 
$50 
million 
utility 
company 
stock issue. 
G arrett also failed to notify 
Chris-Craft that he had met with 
their adversaries in the case. 
Nor did he invite Chris-Craft to 
present its side of the case. 
Instead, the SEC, with G arrett 
playing a leading role, backed 
down from its previsous strong 
position and supported First 
Boston’s 
petition 
for 
a 
rehearing. G arrett’s new view 
was not accepted by the ap­ 
pellate court, but the court 
record is now headed for the 
Supreme Court, with no mention 
that the powerful SEC chairm an 
might have a conflict of interest. 
To G arrett’s credit, he spoke 
to us frankly about his past 
association with First Boston. 
He said his lucrative work for 
F irst 
Boston 
in 
1971 
had 
completely slipped his mind. It 
was a one-shot thing, “a hello, 
good-bye situation,” he said. 
First Boston’s president, Paul 
Miller, was also unaware of 
G arrett’s previous role with his 
company. He was certain the 
company’s lawyers also had no 
knowledge of it when they met 
with G arrett, Miller added. 
A Chris-Craft spokesman said 
his firm had not been told of the 
ex 
parte 
meeting 
between 
G arrett and First Boston. He 
refused to comment on the case.

Cushing, is the common ten­ 
dency of people, including top

Responsibility Of Power. 
America’s 
S ecretary 
of 
Defense is the diam etric op­ 
posite of the image of the 
trigger-happy militarist painted 
by our nation’s enemies, critics 
and 
virtually 
all 
literaturs. 
Secretary 
Schlesigner 
is 
a 
profound and erudite scholar. I 
asked him - what of detente? 
Here is his answer written ex­ 
clusively for this column.

WASHINGTON - Throughout 
our history we Americans have 
viewed 
military 
power 
am- 
bivalenty, 
believeing 
th at 
stability, 
not 
force, 
should 
c h aracterize 
the 
relations 
between 
nations. 
Indeed, 
it 
remains our hope that nations 
can achieve their goals through 
cooperation rather than conflict. 
But we must not substitute 
illusion for hope. This world is 
neither one from which we can 
retreat, nor an abode we find 
particularly hospitable. Lacking 
the laws and institutions that 
shape the life of an individual 
nation, the external world has 
created 
far 
too 
many 
op­ 
portunities for the unrestrained 
use and abuse of power. Until 
the nations of the world agree 
upon 
and 
accept 
com m on 
purposes and institutions, it will 
be necessary for this nation to 
retain 
the 
instrum ents 
of 
m ilitary 
pow er 
for 
the 
preservation of the values it 
holds dear. 
To become more precise about 
the existing distribution of world 
power, two nations, the United 
States and the Soviet Union, are 
preeminent. In a military sense, 
the world retains most of the 
trappings of bipolarity. Given 
that reality, the United States 
rem ains 
the 
indispensable 
counterweight to the unfettered 
exercise by the Soviet Union of 
its very considerable strength. 
Americans 
have 
not 
been 
altogether 
happy 
with 
this 
development in term s of power 
and responsibility. They have 
been equivocal about American 
preem inence 
— 
and 
the 
responsibilities such a position 
entails. Nevertheless, whether 
we are resigned to or cheerfully 
em brace these responsibilities, 
there is today no adequate 
substitute for the United States 
as the mainstay and m aintainer 
of the community of free states. 
In our relations with the other 
superpower 
we pursue both 
stability and a relaxation of 
tension. But given ideological 
differences and the contrast 
between our own social order 
and that of the Soviets, the 
reduction of tension cannot be 
quickly transformed into the 
elimination of tension. 
The equation of power retains 
its ultimate significance. And it 
will do so until such time as the 
Soviet Union accepts the per­ 
manence 
and 
legitimacy 
of 
Western social order When the 
Soviet Union ceases to regard 
peaceful coexistence - Lenin’s 
phrase invariably employed in 
place 
of 
“ d eten te” 
- 
as 
something more than an altered 
form of the ideological struggle 
and a different phase of the class 
war, we may ultimately reach a 
common acceptance 
of the 
m eaning 
of 
international 
stability. 
Until 
such 
time, 
however, power will remain the 
ultim ate arbiter of international 
developments and the power 
balance will be essential to the 
preservation 
of 
stability. 
Detente willby necessity rem ain 
undergirded by an equilibrium 
of force. 
Such are the realities which 
for the indefinite future will 


estamisn the framework for 
Am erica’s role. To a greater or 
lesser extent we can fail in our 
obligations, but it is not within 
our power to alter the hard cold 
facts. 
Yet, we must also recognize 
that the psychological setting 
has altered since the United 
States 
inherited the respon­ 
sibilities in the wake of World 
War II. Americans are no longer 
as enthusiastic about their in­ 
ternational role as they were at 
the time of the Marshall Plan, or 
the founding of NATO, or the 
response to Sputnik, or the 
Kennedy 
inaugural 
address. 
Other states outside the Com­ 
munist orbit no longer treat 
American leadership with ac­ 
claim. Fam iliarity has led them 
to 
become, 
at 
least, 
more 
restless, 
bored 
or 
unap- 
precitative. So as we proceed on 
our course, we do so with less 
zest, with less of a crusading 
impulse - while recognizing that 
the 
task 
has 
becom e, 
if 
anything, more difficult. 
For some time the country has 
to all appearances been in flux. 
The changes in attitude reflect a 
widespread failure of moral 
stamina in Western societies as 
much as the specific disputes 
within this country over the 
Vietnam war. But I use the 
world “appearances” advisedly 
in order to stress the surface 
aspect of such developments. 
Beneath 
the 
surface 
there 
remains in the United States a 
deep-seated solidity. Despite the 
corrosive effects of the events of 
the last decade, our American 
society 
rem ains 
a 
highly 
resilient 
one 
-- 
perhaps 
preeminently 
so among 
the 
nations of the world. 
But this deeper solidity can 
readily remain undiscerned. If 
there is one thing about the 
American society, it is a ten­ 
dency 
to 
overdram atize. 
Headlines puffing the crisis of 
the week and the compression of 
reality in TV summaries serve 
to titillate the 
reader or the 
viewer. There is typically a 
quest for novelty. 
T here 
is, 
how ever, 
only 
limited opportunity for novelty 
in responsible policy towards 
the international order (or the 
domestic 
social 
framework). 
The role of the United States is 
to a large degree shaped by 
external forces to which we may 
react - or fail to react. The zest 
for our international role may 
well have diminished, but that 
will not permit us to abandon 
our burdens. What Mr. Dooley 
said with respect to divorce on 
Ar-rchey Road many years ago 
has a certain relevancy today to 
America’s continuing foreign 
involvement: 
“ Up here whin a m arried 
couple get to th’ pint where tis 
impossibel f’r thim to go on 
living’ together they go on liv- 
vin’ together.” 
I have every confidence that 
the years ahead will bring a 
restoration of rporal stamina 
and an abiding trust in the 
values of Western citivilzation. 
The underlying strength and 
resiliency of this society is 
sufficient to the the task. We 
shall not fail, for if we should fail 
the inevitable drift would make 
the words of William Butler 
Yeats depressingly relevant to 
our condition: 
“Things fall apart; the centre 
cannot hold; 
“ Mere anarchy is loosed upon 
the w orld,... 
“The best lack all conviction, 
while the worse 
“ Are full of passionate in­ 
tensity.” 
We ought not allow this grim 
vision to materialize.

In the current system of 
floating exchange rates, the fig­ 
ures frequently are outdated, 
and the government is studying 
ways of revamping the statis­ 
tics to provide more mean­ 
ingful information.

Jacobs joined seven other dis­ 
trict presidents at a news con­ 
ference in rejecting a split “ at 
this point.”

We are all 
very happy with our home lives 
but do wish we could feel like 
our old selves. 
Could you shed some light on 
this subject for us? Sometimes 
I think we could be sym­ 
pathizing with each other and 
therefore experience the same 
things. We really are in a quan- 
dry, but the more young women 
who’ve just had babies that we 
speak to the more we hear the 
same symptoms. 
DEAR READER - You are 
describing a group of non­ 
specific symptoms that usually 
means enurocirculatory 
asthenia. What is that? A condi­ 
tion manifested by light 
headedness or faintness, 
sometimes 
breathlessness, 
sharp pains in the chest and 
so m e tim e s 
irregular 
heartbeats, but there is no 
evidence of disease of the heart 
or lungs. 
The set of symptoms occurs 
most often after an illness. One 
of the early descriptions of the 
symptoms was in soldiers of the 
Civil War, usually after periods 
of diarrhea or other illnesses. It 
also occurs in people who have 
low levels of physical fitness. 
During World War I it was 
noted in young men reporting to 


the army who had been office 
workers and were unac­ 
customed to much exercise. 
The rate of physical training 
was too fast for them, and they 
developed these symptoms. 
The condition is related to 
anxiety and is often seen in anx­ 
ious persons. The symptoms 
may be precipitated by more 
exercise than the person is 
capable of, hence it is correct to 
say exhaustion. 
Why do you girls have this 
problem? Well, the long siege 
of pregnancy you had may have 
decreased your usual level of 
exercise tolerance. With 
children you have more daily 
responsibilities that could re­ 
quire more activity and cause 
more anxiety just coping with 
the household. 
There are some things you 
can do about it. First eliminate 
those things in your life that in­ 
crease anxiety. That means the 
coffee you are probably all 
drinking — the tea and colas 
too. The caffeine in these drinks 
has the opposite effect of tran­ 
quilizers and when used in ex­ 
cess leads to anxiosness that 
can contribute to your symp­ 
tom s.

decaffeinated products. 
Next start a regular fitness 
program of calisthenics to 
tighten up your muscles, in­ 
cluding si tups. And, you might 
form a group to do some mor­ 
ning or evening jogging. Start 
gradually and build up your 
tolerance. As your level of 
fitness improves you will have 
fewer of these symptoms. 
Finally, stop smoking if you 
smoke. Cigarettes contribute to 
these types of symptoms. Now, 
I’ll challenge you.

Perry Roberts, an aide to the 
governor, 
said 
both mental 
health Director Harold Robb 
and University President C. 
Brice Ratchford were being 
sent the requests following re­ 
newed accusations of abuses 
during LSD experiments on hu­ 
mans conducted by Dr. Amedeo 
Marrazzi. 
The U.S. Justice Department 
is reportedly investigating Mar- 
razzi’s Air Force-financed re­ 
search at three locations in­ 
cluding MIP over a nine-year 
period, but Marrazzi said he 
has not yet been contacted 
about the inquiry. 
Marrazzi, 70, who is retiring 
from MIP at the end of this 
month 
to 
become chief 
of 
neuropharmacology at the De­ 
troit Institute of Psychiatry, 
has also surrendered his feder­ 
al authorization to use certain 
experimental drugs in human 
research. 
The governor had made a re­ 
quest for an ivestigation of al­ 
leged abuses at MIP last year 
after receiving petitions seek­ 


ing the inquiry. Although Rob­ 
erts said the claims were not 
substantiated at that time, no 
official report of those results 
was ever made to Bond. 
He said the two officials 
would be asked to make an offi­ 
cial report on that initial in­ 
quiry as well as take a second 
lode into the matter. 
During the period of Mar- 
razzi’s research between 1969 
and 1972, MIP was under the 
joint control of the department 
and the university.

The latest accusations are 
contained in a document pro­ 
vided Bond’s office by the Mis­ 
souri Church of Scientology, 
which has spearheaded efforts 
to investigate human drug re­ 
search at the St. Louis facility.

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Court upholds ruling 
on election reform act 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
U.S. Court of Appeals today up­ 
held 
the 
Watergate-inspired 
Federal Election Reform Act in 
thé face of a challenge by Sen. 
James Buckley and others. 
Specifically, the court said 
Congress acted within its pow­ 
ers when it provided for public 
financing of presidential elec­ 
tions and strictly limited the 
amount of money that politi­ 
cians may raise and spend in 
seeking election to any federal 
office. 
The ruling was a rebuff for a 
conservative-liberal 
coalition 
which argued that the law fa­ 
vored incumbents and major 
party candidates and restricted 
free speech. Defenders of the 
law had argued before the 
eight-judge panel that unlimited 
money used to influence the 
outcome of an election is not 
the same as unlimited speech. 
The court did rule one minor 
provision of the 1974 law uncon­ 
stitutional. And it declined to 
rule one way or the other on a 
number of other provisions But 
it 
upheld 
the 
fundamental 
thrust of the statute. 
Under the law, contributors 
to 
political 
campaigns 
are 
allowed to give no more than 
$1,000 to any candidate in a 
single election and no more 
than $25,000 to all candidates.

statute also provides 
over-all spending ceilings rang­ 
ing from $70,000 for congres­ 
sional race up to $20 million for

presidential elections.

“think small” to survive. 
The Census Bureau reports 
that the size of the average 
U.S. household dipped below 
three persons in 1974 for the 
first time in history — the ex­ 
act figure is 2.97 persons — and 
the trend toward small families 
is expected to continue. 
Why? 
—Women of child-bearing age 
claim they want smaller fami­ 
lies. “When married women to­ 
day are asked how many chil­ 
dren they expect to have in 
their lifetime, those under 25 
years old say they believe they 
will have just enough for zero 
population growth,” the Census 
Bureau says. 
—People are living longer 
and the elderly aren’t moving 
in with their children. They 
keep their own homes or apart­ 
ments. 
—Young people are moving 
away from home after gradu­ 
ation from college. The child 
who used to stay home until 
marriage is leaving the nest 
earlier. 
These people will still need 
the goods and services pro­ 
duced by industry. But they 
will need them in a different 
shape. 
Smaller 
households 
mean 
smaller houses. Smaller au­ 
tomobiles. Smaller packages of 
food. Smaller appliances. Dif­ 
ferent types of entertainment 
and amusement. 
Some of the changes are ap­ 
parent already, caused, in part, 
by the pressure of recession. 
Rising 
gasoline 
prices 
and 
shrinking 
budgets 
have 
prompted Detroit to put new 
emphasis on the small car. 
“No-frills” houses provide a 
bright spot in an otherwise 
gloomy construction picture. 
Investment counselor Jesse 
Siff says industry is going to 
have to change its thinking 
even further or get left behind. 
Business 
and 
government 
spokesmen tend to discount re­ 
ports of entire industries going 
out of business because of dis­ 
appearing markets, particular­ 
ly in the area of products de­ 
signed for babies and children. 
“There will be every bit as 
many infants, but they will be 
spread out over more house­ 
holds,” said Herbert Zeltner, 
senior vice president of Kenyon 
& Eckhardt, Inc., a New York- 
based advertising agency. 
The government has been 
studying 
changing 
buying 
habits in connection with its re­ 
vision of the Consumer Price 
Index. The final index isn’t due 
out until 1977, but a spokesman 
for the Bureau of Labor Statis­ 
tics said preliminary findings 
indicate “people are buying the 
same things they always did, 
but in different proportions. It’s 
a gradual change.” 
Here is a look at what that 
gradual change might mean to 
some key industries: 
HOUSING 
Most of the experts agree 
that houses will get smaller for 
several reasons. Building and 
land costs have skyrocketed. 
More women entering the work 
force have neither the time nor 
the desire to take care of a 
large house. Smaller families 
need less space. 
Zeltner said the living space 
of the future may be the cluster 
home, with a group of individ­ 
ually owned houses sharing 
common walls and some appli­ 
ances in an extension of the 
current 
townhouse 
facility. 
“Why should each family have 
the expense of a complete 
kitchen and laundry unit?” Zel­ 


tner said, suggesting instead 
that homes of the future might 
have small kitchen appliances, 
washers and dryers and share 
large ovens and cleaning facil­ 
ities. 
Siff said there will be an in­ 
creasing use of new materials 
and new techniques — some of 
them adapted from research 
being done in connection with 
the space program to deter­ 
mine the effects of living at 
very close quarters. 
Siff and others said they be­ 
lieved that the size of the aver­ 
age 
single-family home has 
peaked and will start to de­ 
cline, but the American Home­ 
builders Association wasn’t so 
sure. 
Association economist 
Bob 
Sheehan said he believed the 
demand for the three-bedroom 
and larger home would contin­ 
ue. “Additional space is not all 
that expensive,” he said. He 
said the people born in the 
postwar baby boom are just 
reaching their 30s. “They’re 
getting married. They’re hav­ 
ing children." 
AUTOMOBILES 
Economists inside and out­ 
side the auto industry agree 
that the small car is here to 
stay. They are less certain 
about the fate of the large car. 
Siff 
predicted 
that 
in 20 
years, very large cars “will be 
an anachronism, maybe even a 
collector’s item.” 
Norm Crandall, market re­ 
search director of Ford Motor 
Co., said he believed large cars 
were here to stay. But he said 
that the cars would become 
“more fuel efficient and what 
we call more passenger ef­ 
ficient” by providing more inte­ 
rior space while cutting overall 


dimensions, a trend already ap­ 
parent in some 1975 models. 
While the smaller household 
will mean “the need for hauling 
bodies is reduced,” rising in­ 
comes, due in part to more 
working wives and fewer fami­ 
ly members to support, will in­ 
crease the ability to pay. Cran­ 
dall added.

Perry Roberts, an aide to the 
governor,

Ratchford were being 
sent the requests following re­ 
newed accusations of abuses 
during LSD experiments on hu­ 
mans conducted by Dr. Amedeo 
Marrazzi. 
The U.S. Justice Department 
is reportedly investigating Mar- 
razzi’s Air Force-financed re­ 
search at three locations in­ 
cluding MIP over a nine-year 
period, but Marrazzi said he 
has not yet been contacted 
about the inquiry. 
Marrazzi, 70, who is retiring 
from MIP at the end of this 
month 
to 
become 
chief 
of 
neuropharmacology at the De­ 
troit Institute of Psychiatry, 
has also surrendered his feder­ 
al authorization to use certain 
experimental drugs in human 
research. 
The governor had made a re­ 
quest for an ivestigation of al­ 
leged abuses at MIP last year 
after receiving petitions seek­ 


ing the inquiry. Although Rob­ 
erts said the claims were not 
substantiated at that time, no 
official report of those results 
was ever made to Bond.

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Court upholds ruling 
on election reform act 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
U S. Court of Appeals today up­ 
held 
the 
Watergate-inspired 
Federal Election Reform Act in 
the face of a challenge by Sen. 
Jam es Buckley and others. 
Specifically, the court said 
Congress acted within its pow­ 
ers when it provided for public 
financing of presidential elec­ 
tions and strictly limited the 
amount of money that politi­ 
cians may raise and spend in 
seeking election to any federal 
office. 
The ruling was a rebuff for a 
conservative-liberal 
coalition 
which argued that the law fa­ 
vored incumbents and major 
party candidates and restricted 
free speech Defenders of the 
law had argued 
before the 
eight-judge panel that unlimited 
money used to influence the 
outcome of an election is not 
the same as unlimited speech. 
The court did rule one minor 
provision of the 1974 law uncon­ 
stitutional. And it declined to 
rule one way or the other on a 
number of other provisions But 
it 
upheld 
the 
fundamental 
thrust of the statute. 
Under the law, contributors 
to 
political 
campaigns 
are 
allowed to give no more than 
$1,000 to any candidate in a 
single election and no more 
than $25,000 to all candidates. 
The 
statute also provides 
over-all spending ceilings rang­ 
ing from $70,000 for congres­ 
sional race up to $20 million for 
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presidential elections. 
The public financing section 
upheld by the court provides 
for total »taxpayer funding of 
the general presidential cam ­ 
paign — at the candidate’s op­ 
tion — and a matching grant 
scheme for primaries. The lim­ 
it for the general campaign is 
$20 
million, 
with 
a 
lesser 
amount applied to primaries on 
a formula basis. 
The ruling said 
“The court holds that Con­ 
gress acted within its power 
when it determined that provid­ 
ing public funding for the three 
stages of the presidential selec­ 
tion process would advance the 
general welfare of the nation 
by reducing the reliance of 
presidential candidates on large 
contributors, 
thus 
reducing 
their influence on the outcome 
of elections and on the oper­ 
ation of government.” 
The court also said it found 
nothing wrong with the fact 
that the taxpayer is not allowed 
to determine which party gets 
the money when he designates 
$1 from his federal income tax 
for political campaigns 
“ If the taxpayer wants to 
avoid any conception that some 
part of his tax money will bene­ 
fit candidates he does not fa­ 
vor, then he can simply refrain 
from checking off his dollar for 
the fund,” the court said 
Buckley, who won election in 
New York as a Conservative 
Party candidate but belongs to 
the

caucus, was joined in his pro­ 
test to the court by former 
Dem ocratic 
Sen. 
Eugene 
McCarthy of Minnesota, a liber­ 
al who is now sounding out 
prospects for a third-party run 
at the White House

Shrinking families 
force ‘think small’

The shrinking American fam­ 
ily is forcing U.S. industry to 
“ think sm all” to survive. 
The Census Bureau reports 
that the size of the average 
U.S. household dipped below 
three persons in 1974 for the 
first time in history — the ex­ 
act figure is 2.97 persons — and 
the trend toward small families 
is expected to continue. 
Why? 
—Women of child-bearing age 
claim they want smaller fami­ 
lies. “ When married women to­ 
day are asked how many chil­ 
dren they expect to have in 
their lifetime, those under 25 
years old say they believe they 
will have just enough for zero 
population growth,” the Census 
Bureau says. 
—People are living longer 
and the elderly aren’t moving 
in with their children. They 
keep their own homes or apart­ 
ments. 
—Young people are moving 
away from home after gradu­ 
ation from college. The child 
who used to stay home until 
marriage is leaving the nest 
earlier. 
These people will still need 
the goods and services pro­ 
duced by industry. But they 
will need them in a different 
shape. 
Smaller 
households 
mean 
smaller houses. 
Smaller au­ 
tomobiles. Smaller packages of 
food. Smaller appliances Dif­ 
ferent types of entertainment 
and amusement. 
Some of the changes are ap­ 
parent already, caused, in part, 
by the pressure of recession. 
Rising 
gasoline 
prices 
and 
shrinking 
budgets 
have 
prompted Detroit to put new 
emphasis on the small car. 
“ No-frills” houses provide a 
bright spot in an otherwise 
gloomy construction picture. 
Investment counselor Jesse 
Siff says industry is going to 
have to change its thinking 
even further or get left behind. 
Business 
and 
government 
spokesmen tend to discount re­ 
ports of entire industries going 
out of business because of dis­ 
appearing markets, particular­ 
ly in the area of products de­ 
signed for babies and children. 
“ There will be every bit as 
many infants, but they will be 
spread out over more house­ 
holds,” said Herbert Zeltner, 
senior vice president of Kenyon 
& Eckhardt, Inc., a New York- 
based advertising agency. 
The government has 
been 
studying 
changing 
buying 
habits in connection with its re­ 
vision of the Consumer Price 
Index. The final index isn’t due 
out until 1977, but a spokesman 
for the Bureau of Labor Statis­ 
tics said preliminary findings 
indicate “ people are buying the 
sam e things they always did, 
but in different proportions. It’s 
a gradual change,” 
Here is a look at what that 
gradual change might mean to 
some key industries: 
HOUSING 
Most of the experts agree 
that houses will get smaller for 
several reasons. Building and 
land costs have skyrocketed. 
More women entering the work 
force have neither the time nor 
the desire to take care of a 
large house. Smaller families 
need less space. 
Zeltner said the living space 
of the future may be the cluster 
home, with a group of individ­ 
ually 
owned 
houses sharing 
common walls and some appli­ 
ances in an extension of the 
current 
townhouse 
facility. 
“ Why should each family have 
the 
expense 
of a complete 
kitchen and laundry unit?” Zel­ 


tner said, suggesting instead 
that homes of the future might 
have small kitchen appliances, 
washers and dryers and share 
large ovens and cleaning facil­ 
ities. 
Siff said there will be an in­ 
creasing use of new materials 
and new techniques — some of 
them adapted from research 
being done in connection with 
the space program to deter­ 
mine the effects of living at 
very close quarters. 
Siff and others said they be­ 
lieved that the size of the aver­ 
age 
single-family 
home has 
peaked and will start to de­ 
cline, but the American Home­ 
builders Association wasn’t so 
sure. 
Association 
economist 
Bob 
Sheehan said he believed the 
demand for the three-bedroom 
and larger home would contin­ 
ue. “ Additional space is not all 
that 
expensive,” he said. He 
said 
the people born 
in the 
postwar baby boom are just 
reaching their 30s. 
“ They’re 
getting married They re hav­ 
ing children.” 
AUTOMOBILES 
Economists inside and out­ 
side 
the auto industry agree 
that 
the small car is 
here to 
stay. 
They are less certain 
about the fate of the large car 
Siff 
predicted that 
in 20 
years, very large cars “ will be 
an anachronism, maybe even a 
collector’s item." 
Norm Crandall, market re­ 
search director of Ford Motor 
Co., said he believed large cars 
were here to stay. But he said 
that 
the cars would 
become 
“ more fuel efficient and what 
we call more passenger ef­ 
ficient” by providing more inte­ 
rior space while cutting overall 


dimensions, a trend already ap­ 
parent in some 1975 models. 
While the smaller household 
will mean “ the need for hauling 
bodies is reduced,” rising in­ 
comes, due in part to more 
working wives and fewer fami­ 
ly members to support, will in­ 
crease the ability to pay. Cran­ 
dall added. 
FOOD 
Rising food prices, the grow­ 
ing consumer movement and 
demands 
for 
natural

gredients already have put a 
dent in the convenience food in­ 
dustry. Zeltner said he believes

Until 1973, he said, there was
